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The Balkan Complication. 


War is impending in the Balkan Pen- 
insula. To clearly understand the com- 
pliestions in that peninsula, the rela- 
tions of Servia, Roumania, Buigaris 
and Boumelia to Turkey as they were 
and as they are must be kept in mind. 
A contemporary, the Chicago Inter- 
prints an intelligent bistoricai 
eammary, presenting the salient point~ 
of the situation. Servia was « part of 
Tarkey from 1521 until the insurrec- 
tlonary war, which, beginning in 1815, 
ended in 1829 in the virtual independ- 
ence of the country. Under the treaty 
of September 14, 1829, Servia was made 
& semi-indepeudent kingdom, paying 
tribute to Turkey. From that date 
until 1878 Servia occapied about the 
position, so far as government is con 
eerned, iaken by Bulgaria. That is to 
say, the people chose their prince in 
the beginning, the title was made 
bereditery by the Sultan, and the 
state paid tribute to Turkey. Uoder the 
treaty of Berlin, sigoed July 13, 1878, 
Servia was made « sovereign independ- 
ent State of Earone. In the readjust- 
ment of affairs Servix claimed that the 
territory known as Oli] Servia, extend- 
img southward to and tuik:ng in a part of 
Macedonia, should be included in ber 
dominions. This claim was disallowed 
by the Berlin Congress. As Servia is 


bounded on the north by Austria, on | 


the east by Roumania and Bulgaria, on 
the south by the Turkish province of 
Macedonia, and on the west by Bosnia 
end Herzegovina, Turkish provinces 
eceupied by Austria, it will be seen 
that avy disturbance in her dominions 
is of importance to both Austria and 
Turkey. 

Roumania, the territory lying be- 
tween Austria and the Danube and be- 
tween Russia andthe same river, was 
up to 1861, known as the Turkish prin 
eipalities or provinces of Wallachia and 
Moldavia. These two provinces were 
united in 1861 and became, like Servia, 
® virtually independent stete paying 
tribute to Tarkey. On the 2ist of May, 
1877, the representatives of the people 
prociaimed the actual independence of 
the state, and this was confirmed by 
treaty of Berlin. 

Baigaria, the country between the 
Danube and the Balkans, was, up to 
1877, a province of Turkey. The per- 
secutions of the Christian inbabitant~ 
brought on the Turko-Rassian war of 
1877, and under the treaty of Berlin it 
was deviared that Bulgaria shoald be 
eonstitated a self-governing and tnbu- 
tary principality. Is was ordered ‘‘that 
the Prince of Balgaria shall be freely 
elected by the population, and con- 
Grmed by the Sublime Porte with the 
eonsent of the powers.’’ Under the 
eonstitution of 1879 the princely title 
was made hereditary, and the details of 
representative government were per- 
fected. As planned by Russia, Bul- 
garia was to have inclaied the territory 


south of the Balkans known as Eastern | | 


Roumelis and Macedonia, but this claim 
was disallowed by the Congress of 
Berlin. 

Eastern Roumelia, by the treaty of Ber. 
lin, was made an sutonomous province 
of Turkey. It was provided that the 
Governor General must be a Christian; 
that he was to be appointed by the 
Saltan with the assent of the powers, 
and that the wishes of the people were 
to be consulted. Under the organic 
statate of 1879, drawn up by an ioter- 
astional commission, the legisiative 
power was placed in the bands of a 
provincial assembly. Ten of the mem- 
bers were to be nominated by the Gov- 
ernor and thirty-six elected by the peo- 


As the independence of Roumanis 
and Servia and Montenegro, and tbe 
virtual independence of Bulgaria, was 
secured throngh the interference and 
by the influence of Russia, the action 
of these states is regarded with sus- 
picion by Austria and Turkey. The 
Servians and Balgarians come in con- 
flict because in annexing Eastern 
Roumelia to Bauigaria the claims of 
Servia to Northern Macedonia are jeop- 
ardized. The ambition of the Bul- 
garians is to unite all the Bulgars in 
one great state. The sembition of 
Servia 1s to include in the boundaries of 
the present state all the country known 
as Old Servia. (Greece comes in con- 
flict with both Servia and Bulgaria, be- 
eause when the Turkish Empire goes 
to pieces she expects to absorb Mace- 
donis, Albania, Thessaly, and Epirus, 
or all the country between her northern 
border and the southern boundary of 
Bervia. 

The old Roman province of Macedo- 
mia included the country frum the 
northern boundaries of the “present 
kingdom of (Greece to the Balkans. 
The Servis of Chariemagne’s time ex- 


that Macedonia properly sbelongs to 
her, and she put forward this claim very 
foreibly in the Congress of Berlin. She 
was, however, overruled. The relations 
the Buigarians, the Servians avd the 
Greeks bave sustained to Macedonia 
explain why each nationality is inter- 
ested ip taking a decided stand for or 
against the policy of annexing Eastern 
Roumelia to Bulgaria. 

The latest cable news we have shows 
that the troope of the contending va- 
tions are moving to the scene of action. 
A battle is imminent.

Phidias, Poly- 
cleius, Scopas, Alcamenes and Myron 
became the chief masters of a wos!

renown was felt. This style was dis- 
tinguished for ite power, its dignity, its 
exact trotb, appeal to the in- 
tellige noe. 
Alter the close of the second Pelopon- 
nosian war a new style prevailed, iv 
which roundness, softness of outline, 
grace of action and beaaty of form were 
the chief essentials. Of this style Prax- 
iteles and Lysippas were the great un- 
|rivaled exponents. In the hands oi 
these two named masters, however, 
deity lost much of the heroism of her 
character, and degenerated simply into 
the ideal of feminine beanty.

This 
plea is not made to « class, but to the 
whoie community. The owners and 
vecupiers of the soil bold a position 
which seems necessarily to constitute 
them the special guardians against this 
terrible pest. Fruit-growers, as a class, 
cannot be called scientific, but they 
are intelligent, reflecting, practical 
men, accustomed to look after their 
Ow interests; therefore, guard your 
homes, for remember that in iufected 
districts the growers have become con- 
Vinced that it is a simple issue between 
the insects and them for existence. In 
such 4 struggle the wisdom and power 
of man sbou . 


The destruction of insect poe is be- 
coming # subject of vast importance 
to the people of California.

One objection to the spraying is that 
it is not sufficiently radical—it only 
holds the pest in check.

Now is the time for a last dash at 
the weeds before they scatter the seeds 
which they produce so abundantly.

Careful investigators 
have counted over 20,000 seeds in a 
single dock, and it is asserted that « 
plant of pig-weed, if left unmolested, 
will ripeo more than 10,000 seeds, each 
one capable of producing a new plant. 
This wonderful fecundity makes it de 
sirable that every weed on a farm ora 
garden should be pulled up before it

{When number of cases of impac 
tion of the omasum, or third stomach, 
(from which your cows have evidently 
died), oceurs, there is always a palps- 
ble cause; and it should be the ea- 
deavor of the owner to find out what 
th.t is. This cause is always to be 
sought for in-the oature of the food 
partakeo by the animals, and it will in 
the m_jority of cases be found to be 
due tu eating poisonous plants, which 
flourish in undrained localities. At 
the same time it must be borne in 
mind that wild and artificial grasses 
sometimes reach a stage of ripeness 
when they are totally converted into 
woody fibre, and being tuken at this 
stage in large quantities, produce indi- 
gestion, impaction and @ peculiar toxic 
effect on ‘the brain, such as is de- 
scribed. Incase of posoning, where 
the pasture is large, it is often diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to discover the 
plant or plants which ere the 
cause, and when they are discovered, 
nothing short of a thorough system of 
drainage wiil eradicate them, as it is a 
well-known fact that plents which are 
deleterious to animal bealth grow 
more abundantly in wet, swampy situ- 
ations. As soon as a cow shows any
